To  the  Chairman  and  Councillors  of  the  Rural  District  of  Shardlow. 

Dear  Sir,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I  have  the  honour  to  submit  the  Annual  Report  on  the  state  of 
the  public  health  in  the  District  for  the  year  1955. 

The  detailed  lay-out  and  arrangement  of  this  year’s  report  will  be 
found  to  differ  considerably  from  previous  reports.  An  attempt  has 
also  been  made  to  provide  not  only  the  essential  figures,  vital  statistics 
and  factual  matter  but  also  to  present  them*  in  such  a  manner  that  the 
interest,  of  not  only  the  Council  and  its  members  may  be  stimulated 
but  also  the  ratepayers  of  this  authority,  who  are  of  course  entitled  to 
know  the  whys  and  wherefores  appertaining  to  the  Public  Health 
Department  and  its  activities  during  1955. 

Infectious  Diseases  loomed  large  during  the  year,  there  being  a 
total  of  2,357  cases  compared  with  708  for  the  previous  year.  It 
proved,  in  all  senses  of  the  word,  a  “  measle-y  year,”  1939  cases  of 
measles  being  notified,  compared  with  115  in  1954.  This  disease  is 
not  always  so  mild  as  parents  like  to  believe,  and  a  circumspect 
parent  can  offer  some  protection  to  her  infant-in-arms  by  preventing 
as  far  as  possible,  contacts  with  other  infants  and  children  of  school- 
age  at  the  time  of  a  local  epidemic. 

This  year  brought  with  it  the  greatest  number  of  Poliomyelitis 
cases  ever  experienced  in  the  authority’s  area  since  the  disease  becamie 
notifiable  in  1911.  Most  of  the  cases  occurred  in  the  2 — 9  years  age 
group,  showing  the  wisdom  of  the  policy  of  the  Ministry  of  Health 
and  the  Medical  Research  Council  in  promoting  the  poliomyelitis 
vaccination  scheme  for  this  particular  age  range.  Unfortunately  a 
number  of  adults  were  also  affected  and  in  the  main  were  the  young 
mothers  with  families.  As  might  be  expected  because  of  family  com¬ 
mitments,  etc.,  the  paralysis  rate  in  this  group  was  very  high.  This 
may  well  serve  tO'  indicate  that  this  particular  section  of  the  population 
should  also  receive  priority  when  more  poliomyelitis  vaccine  is  avail¬ 
able  in  future. 

I  would  like  to  express  my  appreciation  to  the  Medical  Superin¬ 
tendent,  Dr.  Taylor  of  the  Derwent  Hospital  and  also  Dr. 
MacCormick  for  their  kindness  and  assistance  at  all  times.

My  thanks  are  due  to  the  Consultant  Chest  Physician,  Dr. 
Morrow  Brown,  for  his  help  and  assistance  in  all  matters  relating  to 
Tuberculosis.  With  regard  to  this  particular  problem,  B.C.G. 
Vaccination  can  do  much  to  help  us  in  the  struggle  to  banish  this 
disease  from  amongst  young  adolescents  who  are  thrown  into  industrial 
life  with  little  or  no  protection  against  this  disease.  It  is  hoped  that 
this  boon  may  be  made  available  to  school-leavers  of  the  Shardlow 
District  in  the  not  too  distant  future. 


Housing  statistics  are  given  in  the  body  of  the  report  and  include 
the  number  of  new  houses  built  during  the  year.  Private  development 
has  played  a  very  active  part  and,  in  fact,  was  the  highest  in  the 
County.  Council  houses  continue  to  be  erected  at  a  very  satisfactory 
rate,  and  includes  provision  for  persons  in  houses  which  have  been 
condemned.  This  work  will,  of  course,  assume  greater  importance 
in  the  years  ahead. 


Here  I  feel  reference  should  be  made  to  the  housing  of  the 
Elderly,  since  the  population  trend  in  this  District  and  country  as 
a  whole  indicates  an  increasing  percentage  of  those  people  reaching 
the  age  of  reflection  !  The  percentage  of  the  population  in  this  Dis¬ 
trict  which  might  be  termed  elderly  was  12.8%  in  the  1951  census 
and,  for  the  current  year,  was  estimated  to  have  risen  tO'  not  less  than 
14%.  Details  concerning  the  siting  and  type  of  such  suitable  accom¬ 
modation  is  given  within  the  body  of  this  report. 

The  Council,  in  their  wisdom,  appointed  a  Housing  Welfare 
Officer  to  assist  with  the  manifold  problems  which  arise  with  regard 
to  Council  houses  and  their  tenants.  There  is  no  doubt  that  her  work 
will  be  a  great  benefit  to  the  health  and  welfare  of  the  tenants  and 
their  families  and  ensure  that  the  authority’s  interests  are  served. 


We  welcome  Miss  Brooks  as  a  member  of  our  staff  since  her 
appointment  is  jointly  with  the  Surveyor’s  Department  and  the 
Health  Department. 


The  Principal  of  the  Morley  Agricultural  Institute  and  the 
Provincial  Director  of  Shardlow  Hall,  of  the  Ministry  of  Agriculture, 
Fisheries  and  Food  Department,  have  very  kindly  provided  meteoro¬ 
logical  data  for  1955  from  which  it  will  be  noted  that  the  rainfall  for 
the  year  was  23.2  inches  and  for  1954,  34.24  inches,  indicating  that 
1955  was  a  drier  year  altogether.  We  were  indeed  fortunate  to 
experience  a  fine  Summer  with  253  hours  of  sunshine  during  July, 
139  during  August  and  155  during  September. 
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I  have  requested  Mr.  Haynes,  our  Water  Manager,  to  prepare  a 
report  which  only  he  personally  can  do,  namely  a  history  of  the  Water 
Undertaking  of  this  authority.  He  has  served  this  authority  for  43 
years  and  has  seen  the  Undertaking  develop  from  small  beginnings  to 
its  present  proportion. 

Details  relating  to  other  matters  of  health,  vital  statistics,  water, 
housing  and  sanitation  of  the  District  are  set  out  in  the  body  of  the 
Report. 

I  should  like  to  take  this  opportunity  of  expressing  my  appreci¬ 
ation  to  Dr.  Morgan,  the  County  Medical  Officer  of  Health,  and  his 
staff  for  their  assistance  throughout  the  year. 

To  Mr.  Roe,  my  Public  Health  Officer,  and  all  members  of  the 
Health  Department,  for  their  loyal  and  efficient  co-operation  at  all 
times,  which  has  added  so  much  to  the  pleasure  of  the  work. 

I  wish  to  thank  you.  Sir,  and  your  fellow  members  of  Council 
for  the  support  and  encouragement  which  has  been  accorded  to  me 
throughout  the  year.

Scarlet  Fever. 

There  were  fifty-two  cases  of  Scarlet  Fever  notified  in  the 
District  during  the  year.  These  occurred  evenly  throughout  the  four 
quarters  of  the  year.  Although  the  course  of  this  disease  is  now 
relatively  mild  it  proved  necessary  on  medical,  social,  and  environ¬ 
mental  grounds  for  fourteen  cases  to  be  admitted  to  hospital. 

The  tables  below  give  details  relating  to  age  and  sex  distribu¬ 
tion  of  the  notifications  and  also  the  numbers  occurring  in  the  various 
parishes.  It  will  be  noticed  that  Spondon  had  18  cases,  the  largest 
number  of  notifications,  followed  by  Littleover.

Diphtheria. 

No  cases  were  notified  for  the  fifth  year  in  succession  and  no 
death  has  occurred  from  this  disease  for  nine  years. 

Whooping  Cough. 

We  were  very  fortunate  in  that  only  215  cases  of  Whooping 
Cough  were  notified.  Of  these,  4  cases  were  admitted  to  hospital. 

The  main  impact  of  the  disease  was  reached  in  the  last  quarter 
of  the  year,  there  being  111  cases  notified.  We  also  experienced  during 
this  quarter  a  remarkably  good  period  of  weather. 

The  parish  of  Alvaston  experienced  the  highest  number  of  cases, 
viz.,  53,  followed  by  Borrowash  with  28,  and  Chaddesden  with  23.

and 

in  particular  the  mothers  of  young 

children,  are  convinced  of  the  efficacy  of  the  combined  diphtheria  and 
whooping  cough  immunisation  which  is  available  to  their  children 
through  the  family  practitioner  under  the  National  Health  Service. 

The  three  injections  which  are  required  should  comtmence  at 
the  age  of  5 — 6  months,  being  completed  by  the  time  the  child  is 
9  months  old,  and  a  booster  dose  being  due  just  prior  to  the  child 
entering  the  primary  school. 


Measles. 

1955  can  well  be  termed  a  Measles  year  as  1,939  cases  were 
notified  by  general  practitioners  as  occurring  in  the  District. 

873  cases  were  notified  for  the  months  of  January,  February 
and  March,  934  for  April,  May  and  June  ;  129  cases  for  the  months 
of  July  August  and  September  and  three  cases  for  October,  November 
and  December. 

It  can  therefore  be  seen  that  the  first  two  quarters  of  the  year 
witnessed  the  wide  dissemination  of  the  disease  with  an  abrupt  falling 
off  of  cases  after  the  month  of  June. 

P'arents  do  not  appreciate  how  much  can  be  gained  by  home 
and  garden  quarantine  of  their  offspring  during  such  an  epidemic. 

Measles  leaves  in  its  train  debilitated  children  who  are  more 
susceptible  to  other  infections,  beside  the  occurrence  of  such  sequelae 
as  bronchitis,  pneumonia,  catarrh  and  sinusitis. 

A  preponderance  of  cases  occurred  in  the  3 — 4  years  and  5 — 9 
age  ranges  ;  but  this  disease  also  occcurred  in  infants  under  the  age 
of  1,  and  in  adults  over  25  years  of  age.  In  adults,  of  course,  it  is  a 
much  more  serious  disease.

We  can  expect,  therefore,  that  during  1956  the  District  will  be 
singularly  free  from  Measles. 

Poliomyelilfs. 

It  is  interesting  to  note  that  although  Poliomyelitis  was  first 
made  notifiable  in  1911,  the  first  case  was  notified  in  this  District 
twelve  years  later  in  1923. 

The  table  below  has  been  constructed  to  show  the  number  of 
Poliomyelitis  cases  over  five-yearly  periods,  1921-5  to  1951-5.  It  will 
be  seen  that  some  twelve  cases  were  notified  in  the  twenty-five  years, 
1921-45,  there  being  never  more  than  four  cases  notified  in  any  five- 
year  period.  Since  then  sixteen  cases  were  notified  in  the  five-year 
year  period,  r94’6-50,  eight  of  these  being  in  1950,  which  was  the 
highest  number  in  any  single  year  until  1955  when  19  cases  were 
confirmed.  The  figures  make  it  plain  that  this  is  a  disease  of  modern 
times  and  modern  civilisation.

Measures  adopted  were  those  laid  down  by  the  Ministry  of 
Health  in  their  pamphlet,  July  1954,  No.  93222/7/63.  This  meant 
the  exclusion  of  all  children  who  were  close  contacts  of  a  case  of 
Poliomyelitis  from  school  for  21  days  and  their  parents  were  recom¬ 
mended,  as  far  as  possible,  to  enforce  home  and  garden  quarantine. 
No  interferance  with  the  employment  of  adults  was  necessary  except 
in  two  cases,  one  being  a  schoolteacher  who  was  excluded  from  school 
for  21  days,  whereby  they  did  not  come  into  contact  with  the  infants 
or  school  children.  The  parents  of  all  the  children  concerned  are  to 
be  congratulated  on  the  manner  of  their  full  co-operation  in  this  matter, 
showing  a  high  level  of  public  health  “  consciousness.” 

These  procedures  have  been  instituted  in  accordance  with  the 
epidemiological  conception  that  there  is  a  “  narrow  stream  of  infec¬ 
tion  ”  and  that  most  of  the  cases  occurred  amongst  the  younger 
susceptibles. 

Adults  will  have  acquired  some  resistance  to  the  disease  in 
previous  years  and  will  therefore  be  unaffected  unless  subjected  to  a 
particularly  virulent  attack. 

It  will  be  seen  that  the  earl'er  cases  in  the  District  were  mild 
at  first,  but  that  later,  cases  of  the  paralytic  type  became  evident.  If 
therefore  the  infection  was  due  to  the  original  virus,  its  virulence  must 
have  been  increased  by  its  passage  through  the  population. 
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The  experience  gained  during  the  year  again  emphasises  the 
great  need  during  an  epidemic  year  for  all  cases  of  persistent  tem¬ 
perature  or  influenzal  conditions  to  be  treated  as  suspected  Polio¬ 
myelitis.  The  patient  can  do  much  for  himself  and  the  population  by 
resting  quietly  at  home  and  avoiding  undue  physical  exertion  or 
exercise,  whilst  calling  in  medical  assistance. 

This  will  do'  much  to  limit  paralysis  should  it  occur.  It  is  often 
imposlsible  or  very  difficult  for  a  mother  of  a  family  to  do  this  and 
examination  of  the  individual  notifications  which  occurred  during  the 
year  showed  them  to  be  the  worst  afltected  of  the  paralytic  cases. 

By  staying  at  home  the  patient  further  limits  the  spread  of  the 
disease  by  reducing  the  number  of  contacts  concerned.  A  few  days’ 
rest  BECAUSE  OF  A  FEBRILE  COLD  WILL  do  nothing  but  good, 
even  if  it  is  a  false  alarm.

Meningitis. 

One  such  case  was  notified  during  the  year.  This  was  most 
unusual  in  that  it  occurred  in  a  lady  aged  72  who  was  admitted  to 
Derwent  Hospital  as  a  case  of  Ptirulent  Meningitis.  She  developed 
an  acute  supperative  arthritis  of  her  right  knee  and  was  later  trans¬ 
ferred  for  appropriate  orthopaedic  treatment  to  the  Derbyshire  Royal 
Infirmary.  The  Parish  concerned  being  STANLEY, 

Acute  Encephalitis. 

One  case  of  Acute  Encephalitis  occurred  in  Chaddesden 
affecting  a  baby  girl,  aged  one  year.  The  Encephalitis  followed  an 
attack  of  mumps.  The  patient  was  admitted  to  Derwent  Hospital. 

Erysipelas. 

Fifteen  cases  of  Erysipelas  were  notified,  all  occurring  in 
patients  over  the  age  of  20  years.  There  was  a  manifest  preponder¬ 
ance  amongst  females  in  the  age  range  35-64  years.

Food  Poisoning. 

Four  cases  of  Food  Poisoning  were  notified  during  the  year  in 
three  families.  The  parishes  concerned  were  Borrowash,  Littleover 
and  Draycott,  There  is  no  doubt  in  my  mind  that  many  more  such 
cases  must  have  occurred  but  were  either  not  brought  to  the  attention 
of  the  family  doctor  or  for'  some  reason  or  another  there  was  failure 
to  notify. 

School  Meals  ;  milk  in  schools  scheme. 

The  issue  to  schools  of  milk  tablets  instead  of  liquid  milk  for 
a  short  time  during  the  year  raised  problems  which  were  gallantly 
faced  both  by  teaching  staff  and  pupils  alike. 

One  complication  occurred  in  a  village  school  when  a  mild 
attack  of  suspected  food-poisoning  affected  some  28  pupils,  in  all, 
and  also  members  of  the  staff.  Although  the  milk  tablets  were 
naturally  suspect,  they  were  com^pletely  exonerated  by  laboratory  and 
bacteriological  tests  and  examinations.  The  cause  of  such  outbreaks, 
particularly  when  the  same  illness  is  at  large  among  the  general 
population,  is  at  times  very  difficult  to  ascertain.  This  proved  to-  be 
so  on  this  occasion. 

It  is  encouraging  to  be  able  to  report  that  the  School  Meals 
Service  arrangements  were  satisfactory  and  that  with  the  full  co¬ 
operation  of  the  teaching  staff  further  hygienic  measure  were  recom¬ 
mended  and  instituted,  which  effected  a  quick  termination  of  the 
outbreak. 

Acute  Pneumonia. 

Thirty-Two  cases  of  Acute  Pneumonia  were  notified  during  the 
year,  the  incidence  being  highest  in  the  months  of  January,  February 
and  March.  The  figures  for  the  spring  and  autumn  quarters  were  still 
high.  One  adult,  male,  aged  58,  was  admitted  to  Hospital.

Smallpox. 

No  cases  occurred  during  the  year,  although  members  of  three 
families  who  had  travelled  by  sea  and/or  air  from  the  Far  East  and 
the  Middle  East,  who  had  contact  with  smallpox  cases,  were  kept 
under  surveillance  for  fourteen  days.  Such  surveillance  occurred  in 
the  parishes  of  West  Hallam  and  Littleover.

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Tuberculosis. 

Respiratory  Tuberculosis. 

Forty-six'  cases  of  Respiratory  Tuberculosis  were  notified 
during  the  year.  The  proportion  occurring  in  the  15-24  age  group 
was  the  average  normally  associated  with  urban  development.  It  is 
hoped  that  with  the  advent  of  B.C.C.  Vaccine  it  will  be  possible  to 
reduce  the  percentage  of  cases  in  this  age  group  to  a  minimum.  They 
are,  in  the  main,  early  cases  and  represent  the  impact  of  industry  on 
the  younger  generation  who  have  left  school. 

It  is  disappointing  to  me  to  note  the  number  of  cases  occurring 
in  the  25-64  age  range. 

For  treatment  to  be  successful  every  effort  must  be  made  to  find 
the  disease  at  the  earliest  possible  stage  and  with  the  present  services 
available,  there  can  be  little  excuse  for  any  adult  not  seeking  the 
advice  of  the  Consultant  Chest  Physician,  Green  Lane  Clinic,  Derby, 
through  the  kind  offices  of  his  or  her  doctor.

Tubercular  Meningitis. 

No  cases  were  notified  during  the  year  and  it  is  worthy  of  note 
that  the  Minister  of  Food  issued  a  special  milk  designation  order, 
making  this  District  one  in  which  only  designated  milk  mtay  be  sold 
after  1st  October,  1954.  Designated  milks  are  pasteurised  milk, 
sterilised  milk  and  tuberculosis  tested  milk.  There  is  no  doubt  that 
the  practice  of  extending  such  areas  throughout  the  country  will,  in 
the  course  of  time,  banish  the  occurrence  of  this  disease. 
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Tuberculosis — ^^O+her. 

Fifteen  cases  of  Tuberculosis  other  than  Pulmonary  or 
Meningitis  were  noted  during  the  year  ;  the  majority  of  these  being 
cervical  glands  of  the  neck  and  my  comments  just  previously  with 
regard  to  safe  milk  apply  with  equal  force  here.

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HOUSING. 

This  Authority  has  every  reason  for  being  proud  of  its  housing 
programme  having  erected  some  3,685  dwellings  in  all.  Of  this 
number,  2,557  have  been  erected  since  the  war  and  up  to  December 
31st,  1955.  246  houses  were  completed  by  the  Council  in  1955,  which 
is  very  satisfactory.  One  feature  concerning  the  erection  of  new 
housing  which  is  worthy  of  note  is  the  number  erected  in  the 
Council’s  area  by  private  enterprise.  During  the  year,  this  totalled 
290  houses  making  since  the  war  a  total  of  1,102  completed  at 
December  31st,  1955. 

The  Council  has  wisely  supported  the  Housing  Committee  in 
its  endeavour  to  provide  premises  having  groundfloor  accommodation 
fdr  the  elderly,  in  the  form'  of  bungalows  in  all  its  future  housing 
schemes  ;  the  aim  being  for  the  elderly  to  be  treated  as  an  integral 
part  of  the  community,  not  as  a  class  apart. 

The  bungalows  at  present  being  erected  are  of  the  two-bed- 
roomed  type  which  can  therefore  be  used  equally  well  for  young 
married  couples  with  or  without  a  small  family,  besides  the  elderly. 
Unfortunately  during  1955,  due  to  the  necessity  to  “speed  up” 
the  building  programme  and  the  need  of  getting  Ministry  ratification, 
such  accommodation  was  regretfully  withdrawn  from  some  of  the 
housing  schemes  then  under  consideration. 

As  a  result  of  this,  the  Council’s  current  policy  is  to  provide 
one  third  of  their  proposed  Housing  programme  as  bungalows. 
Although  this  is  excellent  in  itself,  it  miust  be  pointed  out  that  the 
(requirements  of  the  elderly  might  be  better  met  by  the  provision  of 
groundfloor  accommodation  which  includes  :  — 

( 1 )  .  One  bedroom . 

(2) .  Combined  bathroom  and  W.C. 

(3) .  Sitting  bath  (half  sunken). 

(4) .  Provision  of  steadying  grips  placed  in  item  2. 

(5) .  Non-skid  floor  surfaces. 

(6) .  The  entrances  and  exits  of  such  premises  to  be  at  uniform 

level. 

The  1951  census  showed  that  12.8%  of  the  population  of  the 
District  was  aged  60  and  over.  Since  then  a  further  five  years  have 
elapsed  and  this  percentage  has  correspondingly  increased  to  14%  ; 
illustrating  the  increasing  need  for  this  type  of  accommodation.  Such 
accommodation  mentioned  should,  in  my  view,  be  provided  in  accord¬ 
ance  with  the  Council’s  present  scheme  for  bungalows,  i.e.  in  pairs,  in 
fours,  on  the  wings  of  semi-detached  houses,  or  where  appropriate  in 
units  up  to  sixteen. 

It  is  important  that  this  accommodation  should  as  far  as 
possible  be  in  the  individual  Parishes  so  as  to  obviate  the  necessity  for 
the  elderly  to  uproot  themselves  from  their  own  neighbourhood  and 
friends.

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METEOROLOGICAL  REPORTS  FOR  1955. 
SHARDLOW  HALL. 

Through  the  kindness  of  W.  S.  Gibson^  Esq.,  Provincial  Director 
of  the  Ministry  of  Agriculture,  Fisheries  and  Food  Establishment 
at  Shardlow  Hall,  the  following  meteorlogical  information  for  1955 
has  been  made  available. 

WEATHER  AT  SHARDLOW  HALL  DURING  1955. 

January  was  mainly  cold  and  wintry  with  period  of  frost  and 
snow.  A  short  mild  spell  occurred  in  the  month  with  a  day  of  con¬ 
tinuous  rain,  while  the  last  week  was  warm  but  very  dull.  On  20th — 
22nd  thick  fog  formed  in  the  evenings  and  persisted  well  into  the 
mornings. 

February  commenced  with  mild  weather  with  some  rain  and 
drizzle  but  most  of  the  mnnth  was  very  cold  with  snow  and  frost. 
Snow  falls  were  light  until  24th  when  the  ground  was  covered  to  an 
average  depth  of  7ins.  Winds  were  mainly  north-easterly. 

March  was  generally  cold  but  sunny.  Frozen  snow  persisted  on 
the  ground  for  the  first  week  and  snow  showers  fell  in  the  2nd  and  3rd 
weeks.  On  the  22nd  the  weather  became  milder  with  much  rain  for 
several  days.  This  led  to  extensive  flooding  of  the  land  bordering  the 
River  Trent  but  the  water  subsided  during  the  last  few  days  of  the 
month  when  it  was  cold  and  sunny. 

April.  Warm,  dull,  showery  weather  was  followed  by  a  dry, 
sunny  period  until  the  last  week  when  mild,  rainy  weather  returned. 

May  was  cool  with  much  rain.  The  S.W.  and  N.W.  winds  were 
strong  at  times  but  in  the  last  week  N.  Easterly  winds  were  accom¬ 
panied  by  drier,  sunny  weather. 

June  was  notable  for  the  lack  of  sunshine  and  period  of  heavy 
rain.  Thunderstorms  occurred  on  two  days. 

In  July  the  weather  improved  and  the  whole  month  was  warm 
and  sunny  and'  dry  except  for  three  rainy  days,  on  two  of  which 
thunderstorms  occurred.  Winds  were  light  and  mtainly  East  or  North¬ 
easterly. 

August  continued  dry  and  hot  but  with  less  sunshine.  Mist 
formed  at  night  during  the  last  fortnight. 

September  was  cool  and  unsettled  with  some  rain.  Towards  the 
end  of  the  month  it  became  dry  and  warmer. 
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October  was  a  variable  month.  It  began  with  an  unsettled  rainy 
period  followed  by  a  warm  dry  week  during  which  fog  developed  at 
night  and  persisted  throughout  the  mornings  on  some  days.  Cold  dry 
weather  ensued  with  sharp  night  frosts  until  warmer  rainy  weather 
returned  at  the  end  of  the  month. 

November.  Most  of  this  month  was  mild  and  dull  with  rain  in 
the  first  fortnight.  Mist  or  fog  occurred  on  several  days. 

December.  After  an  initial  dry  spell  it  was  rainy  for  the  rest 
of  the  month  and  mild  and  dull.  Slight  snow  fell  on  the  19th  and 
22  nd.

BROOMFIELD  HALL. 

I  ami  indebted  to  the  Principal  of  Broomfield  Hall,  Morley,  P.  A. 
Missen,  Esq.,  m.a..  Dip.  Agric.  (Cantab)  for  the  meteorological  in- 
forntation  given  below  and  for  his  pertinent  observations  thereon. 

Mr.  Missen  states  that  I  think  it  is  interesting  to  notice  that 
although  everybody  thought  1955  was  a  very  dry  year  it  did  not,  in 
fact,  start  to  be  a  dry  year  until  July — up  to  that  time  it  had  been  a 
very  wet  year.  At  the  same  time  I  personally  was  under  the  impres¬ 
sion  that  1954  was  a  colder  year  than  1955  but  it  appears  from  the 
number  of  frosts  that  occurred  that  the  opposite  was  the  case. 

With  regard  to  the  figures  shown,  the  average  figures  are  not 
official  Meteorlogical  Office  figures — they  are  those  which  we  have 
collected  at  Broomfield  over  the  last  seven  years.”

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HISTORY  OF  THE  SHARDLOW  RURAL  DISTRICT  COUNCIL 

WATER  UNDERTAKING. 

This  interesting  history  of  the  CounciTs  undertaking  has  been 
compiled  by  Mr.  F.  Haynes  who  retired  from  the  post  of  Water 
Manager  in  1956  after  forty- three  years’  service. 

The  sketch  map  of  the  system  has  been  prepared  by  Mr.  D. 
E.  Jowett  who  was  appointed  successor  to  Mr.  Haynes. 


“  When  I  first  entered  the  service  of  Shardlow  Rural  District 
Council  in  1913,  there  were  three  Public  Water  Supplies  serving  the 
Area. 

1. — STAPLEFORD  &  S AND! ACRE  JOINT  WATER  SUPPLY. 

Originally  the  scheme  was  operated  by  a  private  company. 
They  constructed  a  pumping  station,  sank  a  well  in  the  Bunter 
Sandstone,  a  service  reservoir  with  a  capacity  of  70,000  gallons  at 
Risley  Lane,  Sandiacre  and  laid  11^  miles  of  mains.  In  1889  this 
private  company  became  a  public  water  company  and  was  known  as 
the  Stapleford  and  Sandiacre  Water  Company  Limited  composed  of 
elected  members  for  Stapleford  and  Sandiacre.  Before  Shardlow 
R.D.C.  took  over  in  1931,  this  water  company  extended  and  developed 
the  original  scheme  considerably.  They  converted  the  steam  pump¬ 
ing  plant  to  diesel  and  electrically  driven  pumps,  constructed  a  service 
reservoir  in  Risley  Park  (capacity  100,000'  gallons)  and,  in  order  to 
soften  the  hard  local  water,  they  bought  daily  45,000  gallons  from  the 
Derwent  Valley  Water  Board  and  mixed  the  waters  in  the  Risley 
Reservoir. 

In  1931,  the  Nottingham  City  Corporation  obtained  control 
of  the  Stapleford  Section.  At  the  same  time  the  District  Council  took 
over  the  responsibility  of  supplying  Sandiacre  Parish,  Ultimately, 
in  1937,  this  scheme  was  linked  with  other  schemes  which  had  mean- 
timfe  been  developing  in  Shardlow  R.D.C.  area. 

2. — MELBOURNE  WATER  SCHEME. 

Particulars  of  the  beginning  of  this  scheme  are  not  available, 
but  there  was  a  scheme  in  operation  approximately  65  years  ago. 
From  verbal  accounts  given  by  residents,  I  gather  that  the  water  was 
drawn  from  the  Long  Eaton  Urban  Disrict  Council’s  12in.  trunk 
main  at  King’s  Newton,  and  was  distributed  by  variously  sized  mains 
throughout  Melbourne  and  King’s  Nev/ton.  The  water  drawn  from 
the  Long  Eaton  Authority’s  supply  pipe  was  very  hard.  There  was, 
and  still  is,  a  small  brick  sWrage  tank  in  the  garden  of  “Bleak  House,” 
Derby  Hills.  The  scheme  was  under  the  control  of  a  Melbourne 
Parochial  Commiittee,  subject  to  Shardlow  R.D.C.  The  financial  side 
of  the  scheme  was  under  District  Council  supervision.  As  a  result  of 
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local  dissatisfaction  with  the  watefj  the  District  Council  was  con¬ 
sulted  and  they  instructed  their  Engineers,  Messrs.  Elliott  &  Brown 
of  Nottingham,  to  advise  on  a  new  water  supply.  A  borehole  was 
put  down  at  Bog  Lane,  Derby  Hills,  where  the  water  was  at  first 
good  and  plentiful,  lOyOGO'  gallons  per  hour  being  raised  by  an  air¬ 
lift  system.  This  supply  deteriorated,  as  did  many  other  underground 
supplies,  during  the  long  drought  period  of  1934-36,  and  it  became 
necessary  to  obtain  water  elsewhere.  Therefore  a  link-up  was  made 
between  the  Sandiacre  and  Joint  Parishes  Mains,  and  Melbourne  at 
Borrowash.  Water  was  pumped  from*  Sandiacre  into  the  main, 
passing  through  Borrowash,  Elvaston,  Chellaston  and  thence  to 
Melbourne.  The  water  thus  obtained  was  used,  temporarily^  to  relieve 
the  shortage  at  Melbourne.  This  situation  persisted  until  1937,  when 
the  Little  Eaton  pumping  station  was  opened  and  the  reservoir  at 
Drum  Hill  ”  was  brought  into  use. 

3.— STANLEY  AND  WEST  HALLAM  WATER  SCHEME. 

P?rior  to  190'5  inhabitantsi  of  Stanley  and  West  Hallam  de¬ 
pended  for  water  on  springs  and  shallow  wells,  but  when  the  Stanley 
Pit  shaft  was  put  down  by  the  Mapperley  Colliery  Company,  water 
in  the  shallow  wells  disappeared.  The  excess  water  encountered  in 
the  Pit  shaft  was  pumped  into  the  Stanley  Brook  from  where  people 
who  had  lost  their  supply  had  to  fetch  it.  The  quantity  of  water 
pumped  fromi  the  colliery  shaft  was  assessed  at  250,000'  gallons  per 
day.  It  was  now  necessary  for  a  reliable  water  supply  to  be  provided 
for  the  Stanley  and  West  Hallam  sector.  The  local  District  Council 
Representatives  suggested  that  the  waste  water  at  the  colliery  should 
be  used  to  provide  a  piped  water  supply  for  the  two  parishes.  Thus 
was  started  Stanley  and  West  Hallam  Joint  Water  Scheme.  A  reser¬ 
voir  was  constructed  at  Smalley  Common,  (capacity  90,000  gallons). 
Water  was  pumped  by  the  Colliery  Company  up  tO’  this  reservoir 
whence  it  was  distributed  through  the  mains  to  any  who  applied  for  it. 
This  water  was  not  of  the  best  quality,  having  a  temporary  hardness 
of  29.60.  Afteir  1937  this  sector  received  all  the  water  required  of 
the  mixed  Little  Eaton  Boreholes  and  Derwent  Valley  Waters  from 
Drum  Hill  ’’  reservoir.  The  water  from  the  Colliery  has  not  since 
been  used,  although  during  the  1939-45  war  period  it  provided  an 
emergency  stand-by  supply. 

SEVEN  PARISH  JOINT  WATER  SCHEME. 

A  scheme  to  provide  water  supplies  for  the  following  seven 
parishes. — ^Aston-on-Trent,  Breaston,  D'raycott,  Chellaston,  Elvaston 
and  0'ckb.rook  and  Shardlow  was  laid  down  in  1926-27.  Up  to  this 
time  the  inhabitants  had  depended  for  water  supplies  on  wells,  but 
owing  to  the  rapid  industrial  development  of  this  part  of  the  rural 
district  it  became  necessary  to  provide  a  reliable  piped  supply.  A 
reservoir^  (capacity  500,000  gallons)  was  constructed  at  Dunn’s  Hill, 
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Ockhrook,  through  which  was  passed  a  daily  quantity  of  50,000 
gallons.  This  quantity  has  been  raised  from  time  to  time  as  dem'ands 
for  water  increased.,  This  Dunn’s  Hill  Reservoir  was  linked  with  the 
“  Drum  Hill  ”  reservoir  when  the  latter  was  brought  into  commission 
in  1937. 

OLD  SAWLEY  WATER  SCHEME. 

In  1927  an  agreement  was  entered  into  with  the  Long  Eaton 
Urban  District  Council  permitting  the  Shardlow  Rural  District 
Council  to  make  a  connection  to  their  12in.  trunk  main  in  Tamworth 
Road,  Old  Sawley.  Water  mains  of  3in.  diameter  were  laid  through¬ 
out  out  the  village.  The  daily  quantity  of  water  drawn  from  the 
L.E.U.D.'C.  main  did  not  exceed  20,000  gallons  and  was  a  mixture 
of  water  drawn  from  Stanton-by- Bridge  and  Derwent  Valley.  Water 
storage  for  the  parish  was  covered  by  the  U.D.’s  Castle  Donington 
Reservoir.  A  few  years  later,  1933-35,  the  parish  was  transferred  to 
Long  Eaton. 


KIRK  HALLAM  WATER  SCHEME. 

In  1928  an  agreement  was  entered  into  with  the  Ilkeston 
Corporation  permitting  the  District  Council  to  make  a  connection  to 
the  Corporation’s  supply  main  at  Little  Hallam.  A  3in.  diameter 
water  main  was  laid  through  the  village  as  far  as  ‘‘  Bunker’s  Hill 
Cottages  ”  on  the  Lady  wood  Lane.  The  source  of  the  water  drawn 
from  Ilkeston  was  the  Ilkeston  and  Heanor  Water  Board’s  Merebrook 
supply.  This  parish  was  merged  with  the  Borough  of  Ilkeston  at 
1933-35  revision  of  boundaries. 


WATER  SUPPLIES  AND  SEWERAGE  ACT,  1944. 

Under  this  Act,  the  District  Council  was  able  to  submit  to  the 
Ministry  of  Health  plans  for  the  laying  of  mains  for  the  general  im¬ 
provement  of  water  supplies  in  the  district.  These  were  made  up  as 
follows  :  — 

(a)  1946-48.  9in.  main  from  Noah’s  Ark  Borrowash  to  London 

Road,  Elvaston. 

(b)  1947-9.  9in.  main  from  Dale  Abbey  via  Stanton-by-Dale- 

Sandiacre.  Also  the  construction  of  a  service  reser¬ 
voir  (500,000  gallons  capacity)  at  Stanton  Road, 
Sandiacre,  and  a  length  of  4in.  main  along  “  No 
man’s  ”  Lane  from  Lodge  Farm,  Dale  Abbey  to  P'ark 
Famrt,  Risley. 

(r)  1947-50.  4in.  mains  from  Risley  to  Breaston — Draycott  to 

Shardlow — Shardlow  to'  Aston-on-Trent. 
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{d)  1953-54.  4in.  and  3in.  mains  from  Chellaston  to  Lea  Farm; 

Sinfin  Moor. 

{e)  1954.  4in.  main  from  Wilne  Lane  to  London  Road  and 

Aston  Lane — Shardlow. 

All  these  extensions  of  mains  were  made — 

(1)  To  complete  an  alternative  route  of  supply  on 
the  eastern  side  of  the  District. 

(2)  To  provide  supplies  for  sections  of  the  district 
previously  without  an  adequate  supply  of  drink¬ 
ing  water. 

In  1937  all  these  water  schemes,  with  the  exception  of  Kirk 
Hallam  and  Old  Sawley,  were  merged  into  one.  They  all,  except  for 
Melbourne,  which  draws  a  part  supply  only,  dIraw  their  total  water 
supplies  from  the  Drum  Hill  Reservoir.  This  resetrVoir  receives  water 
from  the  Little  Eaton  Boreholes  and  the  Derwent  Valley  Aqueduct. 
Hamlets  at  Morley,  Morley  Moor — Limie  Lane,  Morley,  Draycott 
Hospital  and  Long  Eaton  Co-operative  Society’s  farms,  Hopwell  Lane 
and  Sawley  Grange  Fa'rm,  are  supplied  direct  from  the  Derwent 
Valley  Aqueduct.  The  quantities  drawn  at  the  various  ooints  are 
included  in  the  total  daily  quantities  agreed  with  the  Derwent  Valley 
Water  Board,  of  805,000  gallons.  The  total  value  of  the  Shardlow 
Water  Schemes  at  March  31st,  1955  was  £245,877/7s./6d.  and  the 
total  revenue  £32,653/19s./7d. 

In  conclusion  I  would  say  that  a  water  manager’s  job  is  usually 
considered  a  comfortable,  safe  one,  but  it  certainly  has  its  hazards. 
For  instance,  I  have  twice  been  nearly  drowned,  once  in  a  reservoir 
and  once  down  a  well  ;  have  been  threatened  with  a  loaded  gun  in 
the  hands  of  an  irate  drunken  farmer  ;  once  been  chased  by  a  wolf¬ 
hound,  which  nearly  had  me  for  his  dinner,  (some  dinner  ! )  ;  once 
been  nearly  strangled  in  a  deep  meter  chamber  into  which  I  slipped 
head-downwards  ;  once  been  gassed  with  chlorine,  and  once  had  the 
police  on  my  trail  trying  to  round  me  up  as  a  witness.,  Add  to  this, 
being  chased  by  a  savage  bull  while  I  was  advising  a  farmer  on  agri¬ 
cultural  water  supply,  and  you  have  a  very  realistic  version  of  a  Water 
Manager’s  job.  Oh  !  I  nearly  forgot  that  I  once  nearly  lost  Mr. 
Woodward  Senior  down  the  borehole  at  Little  Eaton,  when  a  hinge 
on  one  of  the  grids  covering  the  sump  biroke  and  let  him  through  ! 
The  projecting  flanges  on  the  pump  suction,  however,  saved  the  situ¬ 
ation. 


I  would  like  to  thank  all  those  who  have  been  associated  with 
me  for  their  co-operation  during  the  development  and  expansion  of 
public  water  supply  during  the  years  of  my  long  service  with  the 
Shardlow  Rural  District  Council.”

Direct  labour  collection  and  disposal  continued  throughout 
the  year.  Wages  increased  by  5Jd.  per  hour. 

One  new  vehicle,  an  S.D.  fore  and  aft  tipping  vehicle  with 
diesel  engine,  was  acquired  in  August  and  put  into  operation  at 
Littleover.  The  large  capacity  of  the  new  vehicle  enabled  it  to  re¬ 
place  twO'  smaller'  lorries.  New  engines  were  fitted  in  three  of  the 
collection  vehicles. 

In  October  the  Council  approved  a  bonus  scheme  for  refuse 
collection  and  this  had  a  promising  beginning  in  the  remainder  of 
the  year.  Each  collection  area  is  set  a  weekly  target  and  a  bonus 
payment  is  made  for  all  bins  emptied  in  excess  of  the  target. 

The  tipping  sites  at  Chellaston,  Dale  Abbey,  Little  Eaton, 
Melbourne  and  West  Hallam  continued  to  be  used  throughout  the 
year. 

Cesspool  Emptier. 

The  Austin  machine  which  was  acquired  in  May,  1951,  contin¬ 
ued  to  be  used  during  the  year  for  the  collection  of  nightsoil  through¬ 
out  the  district,  work  at  sewage  disposal  works  and  a  certain  amount 
of  private  cesspool  emptying  for  which  a  charge  of  16/6  per  hour  is 
made.

The  following  information  is  supplied  by  courtesy  of  the 
County  Analyst  :  — 

Food  &  Drugs  Act,  1955. 

228  samples,  including  98  Milks,  were  taken  under  the  above 
Act  in  the  area  of  the  Shardlow  Rural  District  Council  during  the 
year  1955. 

No  serious  adulteration  was  detected  and  irregularities  were 
dealt  with  by  caution  notice. 

One  sample  of  T'.T.  Milk  was  deficient  in  Fat  and  four 
samples  of  Pasteurised  Milk  (two  being  T.!T.  Pasteurised)  contained 
small  amounts  of  added  water.  These  samples  were  followed  by 
investigation  at  the  dairy  premises  and  a  faulty  procedure  has  been 
corrected. 

One  sample  of  Pork  Sausages  was  somewhat  deficient  in  meat 
and  contained  preservative  without  declaration.  The  manufacturer 
undertook  to  see  that  the  necessary  plreservative  notice  was  displayed 
and  agreed  to  adjust  the  proportion  of  meat  used. 

A  sample  of  Marzipan  was  not  labelled  in  accordance  with  the 
Labelling  of  Food  Order.  Following  representations  to  the  manu¬ 
facturers  amended  labels  are  now  in  use. 

The  remaining  samples  were  classed  as  satisfactory. 

Milk  Tablets  supplied  to  Schools  and  thought  to  have  been 
the  cause  of  sickness  in  some  children  were  submitted  for  examination. 
The  tablets  were  of  normal  composition  and  there  was  no  evidence  of 
deterioration  or  contamination. 
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Diseases  of  Animals  Acts. 

During  the  year  notifications  were  received  concerning  five 
outbreaks  of  Anthrax.  In  all  cases  the  premises  were  visited  and 
where  necessary  arrangements  for  inoculation  of  personnel  were 
made.

Post-war  Sewerage  Schemes. 

Completion  of  major  schemes  at  Barrow,  Swarkestone, 
Elvaston,  Morley,  Stanton-by- Bridge,  Shardlow,  Breaston  and 
Draycott  (Nos.  1,  2,  3,  4,  6  &  7)  were  refor'red  to  in  the  1954  Report. 

Scheme  5— Sandiacre  &  District  Regional  Scheme. 

This  joint  scheme  of  sewerage,  serving  Stanton-by-Dale, 
Sandiacre,  Risley,  Breaston  and  Draycott,  was  completed  and  the  new 
disposal  works  at  Draycott  were  officially  opened  by  the  Chairman  of 
the  Council  on  March  31st,  1955. 

A  motor  van  was  purchased  for  the  use  of  the  Chargeman  in 
visiting  off-site  pumping  stations  and  other  works  and  a  motor 
scythe  was  acquired  for  use  on  the  site. 

The  position  regarding  other  major  schemes  is  as  follows  :  — 
CHADDESDEN,  SPONDON. 

Schemes  concerning  the  two  disposal  works  were  considered 
by  the  Council  and  submitted  to  the  County  Council  in  1953.  They 
were  the  subject  of  meetings  with  the  County  Council,  Ministry  of 
Housing  &  Local  Government  and  the  Derby  Corporation. 
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CHELLASTON. 

There  were  no  further  developm'ents  regarding  the  scheme 
for  enlargement  of  the  disposal  works,  particulars  of  which  had  been 
forwarded  to  the  County  Council  and  the  Ministry, 

DALE  ABBEY,  MORLEY  (part),  BREADSALL  (part). 

Particulars  of  these  schemes  had  been  submitted  to  the 
Alinistry  and  although  they  were  the  subject  of  a  meeting  with 
Ministry  officials  there  were  no'  further  developments. 

LITTLEOVER. 

In  December  1954  the  Ministry  held  a  local  hearing  concern¬ 
ing  matters  relating  tO'  the  sewerage  of  the  Derby  Corporation  housing 
estate  at  Sunnyhill.  Following  a  meeting  with  representatives  of  the 
Ministry"  the  drainage  of  the  area  was  reviewed. 

OCKBROOK. 

A  scheme  providing  for  the  abandonment  of  the  existing 
disposal  works  at  Borrowash  and  for  pumping  the  sewage  to  the  new 
disposal  works  at  Draycott  had  been  submitted  to  the  County  Council 
in  4953  ;  it  was  the  subject  of  a  meeting  with  the  County  Council 
in  1955. 

STANLEY,  WEST  HALLAM. 

Schemes  of  sewerage  and  sewage  disposal  for  these  Parishes 
were  submitted  to  the  Ministry  and  the  County  Council  in  1952  and 
1953.  There  Vv^ere  no  further  developments  during  the  year  other 
than  preliminary  discussions  concerning  the  ultimate  outlet  for 
sewage  from  the  two  Parishes. 

The  following  were  also'  dealt  with  during  the  year  :  — 
BREASTON. 

Following  completion  of  the  Breaston  and  Draycott  sewerage 
scheme  (No.  7  of  the  major  post-war  schemes)  the  Golden  Brook 
was  cleaned  out  for  a  distance  of  2,100'  3/ards. 

CHADDESDEN. 

50  yards  of  6in.  foul  sewer  and  one  new  manhole  were  in¬ 
stalled  at  Eden  Road. 

LITTLE  EATON. 

92  yards  of  6in.  foul  sewer  and  one  new  manhole  were  installed 
at  Eaton  Bank. 

MORLEY. 

37  yards  of  6in.  foul  sewer  were  installed  at  Brackley  Gate.  A 
Ministry  Chemical  Inspector  visited  the  Brackley  Gate  disposal 
works  in  September.  A  subsequent  communication  from  the  Minister 
made  no  adverse  criticism  of  the  general  standard  of  maintenance  of 
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the  works  and  the  Minister  was  satisfied  that  the  effluent  at  the  time 
of  the  Inspecto^r’s  visit  had  no  unduly  detrimental  effect  upon  the 
Carr  Brook  below  the  works.  Suggestions  were  made  regarding 
certain  modifications  and  these  were  duly  carried  out. 

STANTON-BY-DALE. 

The  old  disposal  works  had  become  redundant  with  the 
completion  of  the  Sandiacre  and  District  Regional  Scheme  ;  they 
were  demolished  and  the  site  cleared  for  agricultural  use.  The  work 
earned  the  commendation  of  the  Estate  Agent  for  the  owners  of  the 

land. 

STANLEY. 

The  Council  had  under  consideration  the  provision  of  sewerage 
facilities  to  four  premises  at  Derby  Road  but  owing  to  the  high  cost 
involved  the  matter  did  not  proceed 

WEST  HALLAM. 

The  outfall  sewer  for  part  of  West  Hallam  passes  through  land 
situated  between  St.  Wilfrid’s  Road  and  High  Lane.  This  large  area 
of  land  is  now  the  Tinklers  Opencast  Coal  Site  and  a  scheme  providing 
for  the  relaying  of  over  a  mile  of  outfall  sewer  was  agreed  with  the 
National  Coal  Boaifd. 


Rodent  Control. 

Infestations  at  private  premises  were  dealt  with  during  the 
year  as  well  as  systematic  treatments  of  the  refuse  tips,  sewage 
works  and  sewerage  systems.  The  cost  of  the  service  for  the  year 
ending  March  31st,  1956,  after  allowing  for  sundry  income  of 
£18/6s./4d.  was  £  1,060/1 7s. /9d.  This  amount  includes  the  cost  of 
a  new  motor  van  which  was  purchased  during  the  year.

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HOUSING  WELFARE  OFFICER. 

This  Authority  was  most  fortunate  in  appointing  Miss  P. 
Brooks,  S.JR.N.,  9.C.M.,  H.V.,  as  their  Housing  Welfare  Officer.  The 
appointment  was  made  by  the  Housing  Committee  as  her  work  deals 
directly  with  the  tenants  on  the  Councirs  housing  estates.  The  total 
number  of  houses  on  the  Authority’s  estates  is  recorded  elsewhere. 

Among  her  duties  are  the  following  :  — 

(a)  To  help  and  assist  by  practical  instruction  and  advice  families 
causing  concern  to  this  Authority  because  of  their  inability  to  cope 
with  the  ordinary  day-to-day  problems.  These  families  may  have 
been  brought  to  notice  because  of  the  lack  of  care  of  house,  property 
and  garden,  or  differences  with  neighbours  or  neglected  state  of 
children  ;  poor  rent  records,  or  other  family  problems  such  as  ill- 
health,  etc. 

(b)  To  watch  over  the  interests  and  visit  old  people  occupying 
Council  houses. 

(r)  To  investigate  neighbours’  disputes  and  quarrels  and  other 
troubles  between  tenants  with  a  view  to  a  satisfactory  solution 
on  the  spot. 

(d)  To  assist  the  Housing  Maintenance  Officer,  in  the  work  of  the 
Housing  Maintenance  Dept. 

(e)  To  visit  and  inspect  houses  which  are  the  subject  of  a  proposed 
exchange  between  tenants. 

There  is  no  doubt  that  this  appointment  has  been  greatly  to  the 
advantage  of  this  Authority.  Not  only  is  it  furthering  the  interests  of 
families  and  children  on  the  estates,  but  is  also  ensuring  the  proper 
upkeep  and  maintenance  of  property,  premises  and  gardens.
